Jackson's Rewtrumcexces or tax Bat- 
tus or New Ontsaxs.—< Philo Jackson” 
writes to the Sevemnsh Jowrna! an interest- 
ing sccount of a visit to General Jackson, at 
the Hermitage, in 1839, from which we extract 
the following 

«I longed to hear him speak of his great bat- 
tle, and one of the greatest battles, too, of mo- 
dern history, the crowning exploit of his mili- 
tary life, the battle of the 8th of January, be- 
fore New Orleans. He had just returned from 
his last visit to that city, and lamented the de. 
ecase of most of his old compatriots since thet 
battle. All the officers, except Col. Tiebault, 
he observed, were dead. He then graphically 
described the field, the fortifcations, as he 
laughingly called them, and the victory, in a 
manner J shall never forget. «Mr. Eaton (said 
Gen. Jackson) has greatly erred in his descrip- 
tion of the American works. He says I had s 
strong breastwork of cotton bags. There was 
mot « bag of cotton om the fold, vir’ 1 had 
some store boxes and sand-bags, or bags filled 
with sand, and these were extended along the 


| lines; but they were so low, that at the close 
| of the action, when the British surviving Gene- 


ral in command, came riding up on an elegant 
horse, to surrender his sword, when be got near 
me, 1 heard bim exclaim, with mortified oar. | 
prise, ‘ Barricades! I could leap them with my 
horse!’ I langhed beartily at his astonishment, 
for so he could, amd besides, om ome wing the 
works were not completed; I had nothing 
there but « cornfield fence, if the British had 
only known, to turn it! But by keeping my 
men constantly throwing over facines and \ad- 
ders op the works, the British were effectually 
deceived But, (comtinued Gen. J.) I never 
had so grand and awful an idea of the Resurrec- 
tion as on that day, After the smoke of the 
battle had cleared off somewhat, (our men were 
in hot pursuit of the flying enemy,) then I saw, 
in the distance, more than five bundred Britons 
emerging from heaps of their dead comrades all 
over the plain, neing wp, end more distinctly 
wists, as the field became clearer, commng for- 
werd apd sorrendering as prisoners of war to 
our soldiers. They had fallen at our first fire 
on them, without having received « seratch, 
and lay prostrate as if dead, till the close of the 
action.’ Gen, Jaskson regarded this action, 
justly, as the mow glorious achievement of his 
life. That victory was as glorious to his coun 
try as to the hero of New Orleans,—yet the 
strategy of the General im this masterly battle

Many planters in the vicinity 
of Franklin, La, have just made upwards of 
three hogsheads of sugar, of 1,000 Ibs. each, 
per acre, or 7,500 to the hectare exceeding 
Humbold’st highest figures by « thousand 
pounds per hectare. W. W. Wilkins, Eeq., of 
the parish of St. James, made, the past sea- 
son, 48 hogsheads of sugar on tweive seres of 
ground, or ten thousand pounds per hectare. 
Col. Preston averaged 3,000 Ibs. per acre, 
(7,500 Ibs. per hectare) on 200 acres of ground. 
Harpour, of Pointe Coupes, made on some of 
his land this season 19,000 Ibs. per hectare, 
nearly doubling Mexico. 

Another mistake which the theorizing doctors 
have made, is in the aseumption that the cane 
juice of Cubs is cight times as rich as that of 
Louisiana. Prof. McCulioh (see his “* Report 
to Congress’’) found the cane juice of one of the 
finest plantations in (Cuba, the Ingenio Saratogs, 
near Matanzas, to contain 18.07 per cent. of 
sugar. No reliable suthor who bas written on 
the subject, has ever made it exceed 25 per 
cent. The Lowisiana cane juice, according to 
Avequin and others, will average 15.35 per 
cent. According to McCulloh’s analysis of the 
juice of canes in Cuba, on one of the best plan- 
tations in the island, selected by him from eanes 
nearly twice as old as those of Louisiana, it did 
not exceed in richness the genera! average of 
Louisiana cane juice more than 2] per cent., in- 
stead of being eight times as rich, as Poinsett 
and other politicians opposed to the acquisition 
of Southern territory have been led to believe 
on incorrect testimony. 

Bat this difference in richness is more than 
made up by the greater amount of juice yielded 
perton of cane in Louisiana, over and above 
the quantity of juice yielded by the same weight 
of cane in Caba. Five experiments, each made 
on 1,000 Ibs. of cane, on the plantation of Mar- 
million, St. James, Louisiana, gave from 63 to 
64 per cent. of juice, as reported by Avequia ; 
whereas the yield in juice of Cuba cane, report- 
ed by MeCulloh, as ascertained by the Prof. of 
Chemistry of the University of Havana, was 
only 45 per cent. on Count (Reilly's planta- 
tion, 57 per cent. on Don Montalveo'’s, and 35 
per cent. on Don Diagro’s. It would therefore 
appear that Louisiana cane is from 10 to 20 per 
cent. richer in juice than that of Cuba. 

The correspondent of De Bow, therefore, con 
tends that Louisiana ie the Acart and contre of 
the sugar region proper; that it not only pro- 
| duces more sager to each laborer, and more te 
| each acre, than any of the West India Islands, 
any part of the East ladies, Macritius, Deme 
| vere, or Mexico, but & better article. He says 
| hat it is well known that two bogsheads to the 
| aecre, and eight or ten hogsheads of sugar to 
| each effective operative, is no uncommon yield 

of Louisiana plantations. As high as four and 
three quarters per acre have been made, the 
| last season, and three hogsheads have been 
very common. An sere of well masured and 
| well cultivated ground in the West Indies and 
in ether tropical countries, will sometimes yield 
' as much, or more, than that; but then it is to 
be recollected that the canes are not cut in tro-
